No One Means to Go Bacb on the 
Gold Standard and Why 
Not Say So?" 



Englisb Comment on tbe Cheek of 
United States Diplomacy in 
Tills Cause. 



Ix).si)oN, Aug. 17. — Tlie Times pub- 
lialies to-day a two column special 
article roviewinj; the eiFectB of the cloa- 
ing of the Indian mints in connection 
with the visit of the American bimetallic 
commiBaionera. The article comments 
on " the characteristic coolness and 
boldnesB of American diplomacy in 
Eendkg a bimetallic commissioQ asking 
for the reopening of the India mints, at 
the same time dealing the worst possible 
blow at British commerce by pasBingtbe 
Dingley tarifF." 

"The closing," says the article, 
"saved the Indian government from 
losBea incident to heavy fall of exchan>;e, 
and coneequently from a disastrouB in- 
crease of burden in its gold obligations. 
It is undoubtedly true, also, that it 
helped to keep down the goki value of 
silver bullion. But may not the ques- 
tion be raised whether the low price of 
silver is necessarily disastrous to India, 
which purchases it so largely. Since 
1803 India has been tho only real whole- 
sale customer for silver ; other castom- 
ers are of the retail order. 

"The delieatead jaBtment relative to the 
prices of tho rupee and silver formerly 
existing has been rudely shattered by 
recent events. Since 1896 the rupee has 
risen and silver fallen. The fact is, the 
forces now acting upon the price of silver 
have become too tremendous to be 
dominated by such a delicate influence 
as preceded the defeat of Bryan's silver 
party and Japan's adoption of tbe gold 
standard. Events luive proved that 
the causes are too potent to be with- 
stood." 

" It is clearly impossible," says the 
writer, " to treat seriously a commissiou 
which argues that unless we do some- 
thing for silver, the next election in the 
United States will return Mr. Bryan to 
the White House, to the lasting injury 
of British interests. It is not certain 
that Mr. Bryan will be elected ; it is not 
even certain that if he were elected we 
would suffer more than we should from 
the new McKioley with another Mc- 
Kinley act. British investors in Ameri- 
can securities will have time before the 
next presidential election, and before 
the crash to get rid of them. 

"One thing ia certain, we should be 
very foolish to do anything for silver. 
I'lven sliould tho I'nited States and 
France agree to adopt bi-inetallisin and 
iMigland re-open tho Indian mints, it 
would only bolster uj) silver for a brief 
space, to fall again to its jiroper market 
price. So the Indian linancua would be 
in a poaition as bad as before, if not 
worse." 

Lo.NDoK, Aug. 17. —The Westminster 
Gazette this afternoon echoes the article 
in the Times this morning on bi-inetal- 
iam, as cabled by the Associated I^ress, 
and says it sees no chance of the Indian 
miula being reopened to tbe coinage of 
silv(!r, atUliiig : "To fool any longer 
with President JIcKinley'a commiasion 
is surely iniiieceseary. In declining to 
abide by the market value of silver as 
the standard ctirrency of value, India 
has taken steps towards doiuoiieliziiig 
silver. .lapan anil ItuBRia adopted the 
gold stanilartl, and no one lueaiia to go 
back on it. Then, why not say so, and 
not bo deterred by threata of a possible 
Bryan victory 7 Let us dismiss the ques- 
tion finally."

THE COAL MINERS' STRIKE. 

There Is Little Change in the Situation and 
the Men Still Express Confidence. 

PiTTsiiunG, Aug. 17. — At Turtle Creek 
fifty strikers without leaders marched 
from Camp Determination this morning 
on the Oak Ilill mines. This was done 
unexpectedly and in violation of the re 
straining order temporarily continued 
by the court yesterday. Before reaching 
the mines, Sherifl' Lowry and a posae 
met the marchers and ordered them 
back to camp, The strikers reluctantly 
turned back, disappointed but cheerful. 

The miners' oflicials express them 
selves as well satisfied with the injunc 
tion proceedings. " According to the 
court," said President Dolan, " the in 
junction only restrains ua from doing 
what we have not done and what we do 
not intend to do. The camp will be 
continued and conducted as usual 
until further notice. We have abundant 
assurances of help, and all the reports 
that we are destitute have no founda 
ti(>n." President Dolan said he was 
misquoted or misunderstood yesterday 
when giving his testimony at the in 
junction hearing. "I did not intend to 
§ay or convey the impression," said he, 
" that oparators Shields, Blythe and 
Siytler, and other operators, had re- 
quested me to order a strike, but did say, 
and it ia the general opinion among all 
operators, that Dearmit is responsible 
for the deplorable condition of affairs in 
the Pittsburg district." 

The decision in the injunction case 
probably will not be handed down be 
fore to-morrow. Four more suits were 
entered against Superintendent Samuel 
Dearmit to-day by strikers and their 
wives, the charges being disorderly con- 
duct. 

Wiii-ELiNo, Aug. 17. — The strikers 
show material gains in ail sections of 
West Virginia to-day. In the Wheeling 
district there is not a miner working, 
while on the Ohio side of the river the 
last man, except those who are to fur- 
nish coal for ^ater and electric light 
plant, will be out to-night. In the Fair- 
mount district the strike leaders did not 
succeed in closing the Montana mine en- 
tirely, but tiiey made decided gains. 
The camp will be maintained there till 
the last man leaves his work, when these 
recruits will be taken with the main 
body to the other Watson company's 
mines to help them. In the Kanawha 
valley about 300 men have gone to work 
again. The leaders are getting to under- 
stand the United States court injunc- 
tions and find, after careful reading, that 
they prohibit nothing but trespass and 
do not apply to speechmaking or assem- 
blage on public BTOunds. They are no 
longer a canee of alarm to the organizers. 

TV AS THIS THE.BEASON ? 

Or Did Wasbington ,at .First Believ.e_Tliat 
tbe Klondyke was in United 
States Territory. 

W.^.sniNGTO.v, Aug. IG. — The Klondyke 
fever has levied its tribute on Washing- 
ton. l\Ir. Studds, the Washington agent 
of the great railroads here, says that the 
demand for through tickets to the Pa- 
cific by gold-seekers is unexpectedly 
heavy. Quite a number of civil service 
clerks resigned to join the Klondyke pil- 
grims. Business men suflering from 
hard times have enrolled themselves in 
the army, which ia sweeping in search 
of fortune in that far away land. 

"State considerations," aaid Ilepre- 
sentative James H. Lewis, of Washing- 
ton to-day, " had, I doubt not, quite a 
little to do with the President's recon- 
siderntion to send troops to Alaska. He 
doubtless feared that there might be a 
clash over the boundary question be- 
tween the troops and the Northwest 
Mounted Police, of Canada, and that, 
being so far from telegraphic reach, 
trouble between this country and Great 
Hritain might ensue. To prevent any- 
thing of the sort he recalled his order, 
and the troops were not sent. There 
may be other reasons, but I warrant the 
one I have mentioned ia the chief rea- 
son." 

THE WASHINGTON VIEW. 

Delusion That the United States Controls 
the Entry to the Klondyke. 

W.Ksin.vcjTON, Aug. 17. — It is not be- 
lieved by ofUciula of the government that 
any serious hardships will be imposed 
by Canada upon American miners in the 
Klonilyke gold regions. It ia pointed 
out that it would bo dillicult to enforce 
any serloua impositisna upon the miners. 
Such a course might result in retaliation 
by the United States so as to make it 
impossible for the Canadians to go to or 
return from the Klondyke country. If 
this country should prevent Canadian 
officials from entering Klondyke through 
American territory, they would be ob- 
liged to reach the gold country over 
thousandsof milesof unexplored country. 

The Toronto Idea. 
Toronto, .\iig. 17. — An expedition of 
a niililaiy character is being organized 
in this city to jiroceed to Jvlondyke. 
The ineinbera will outfit for two years. 
The com|)any provides transportation, 
supplies and tools. The expedition will 
bo in command of a captain and two 
lieutenants and accompanied by a sur- 
geon and others.

Alteration in St. Lawrence Bridge 
Plans— Reductions In Railway 
Mail Service Staff. 



IFrom Our Own CorresDondent.) 
Oi'TAWA, Aug. 17.— Cable despatches 
intimate that no information ia obtain- 
able iu London as to whether or not 
Petersen, Tait & Co. have deposited 
£10,000 with the minister of finance as 
the guarantee that that company will 
carry out its contract. The agreement 
laid before parliament provides that this 
sum shall be paid over to Mr. Fielding 
within sixty days after the contractors 
have been notified that the Imperial 
government has decided to contribute its 
share of the subsidy. The contract does 
not say, however, by whom this notifi- 
cation should be made. It may be in- 
terpreted as the duty either of the Im- 
perial authorities or of the Dominion 
government. Certain it is, however, 
that the £10,000 has not yet been re- 
ceived at the department of finance, and 
the ministers in town could not to-day 
even say that the notification to the 
company had been given from Ottawa. 
Possibly the matter will be elucidated 
when Sir Wilfrid returns. 

A Kingston deputation representing 
St. Lawrence forwarders had an inter- 
view with Mr. Blair to-day to protest 
against the proposed new bridge over 
the St. Lawrence at Cornwall as being 
too low for navigation. 0. B. Hibbard, 
manager of the Ottawa and New York 
company who are to build the bridge, 
was present and stron"gly protested 
against any change in the plans. He 
contended that the bridge would be 
high enough for the purposes of naviga- 
tion. Mr. Blair, however, ordered an- 
other draw, which involves an increase 
in cost of ^50,000. 

Dr. Borden, has caused an order to be 
passed reducing the cost of railway 
transportation for troops. Detachment's 
to the number of 125 officers and men 
will be carried at two-thirds the ordi- 
nary rate and over that number at 
half rates. 

The Free Press, the Liberal organ 
here, severely castigates Colonel Dom- 
ville, M.P., for ridiculous statements 
made by him in London respecting Klon- 
dyke, as a result of which Londoners 
are fitting out an expedition. 

An Ottawa man has invented a^sub- 
marine searchlight, which it is claimed 
has already proved a great succesa. 

About thirty mail clerks on th'e tem- 
porary Hat have been superannuated or 
dismissed. Mr. Mulock says the places 
will not be filled. He contemplates re- 
ducing or abolishing some of the divi- 
sions and reducing the number of in- 
spectors. 

Lord Lister and about fifty memiierB 
of the British Association were in Ottawa 
to-day, and were shown the sights of the 
city by Hon. R. VV. Scott, Professor 
Robertson and leading citizens. 



THE BONDING PRIVILEGE. 

Minister Blair Thinks it is Too Soon for 
Canadians to Get Excited. 

Ottawa, Aug. 17.— Hon. Mr. Blair, 
minister of railways, has returned to the 
city from the maritime provinces, where 
he haa been partly on businesaand partly 
on pleasure for the past two or tbim 
weeks. Being interviewed as to what he 
thought of the attempt to construe sec- 
tion 'J'2 of tbe Dingley bill so as to make 
operate severely against Canadian 
railways, tho minister said in reply that 
he did not think it was the intention 
of congress to enlarge the scope of the 
section from what it appeared in the 
Wilson act. The language used in the 
amendment undoubtedly made it a 
little broader, but he did' not think it 
was intended to apply it to the railways, 
although it was capable of that interpre- 
tation. He advised the Canadian press 
to keep cool about the matter, and 
ulded ; " It will be time enough for 
Canadians to adopt a line of action when 
the authorities at Washington have in- 
terpreted the clause as some interested 
parties are anxious to have it inlerpre- 
' " This last sentence of Mr. Blair is 
evidently a diplomatic hint to Washing- 
ton that Canada does not propose to 
submit meekly to whatever Americana 
nay think about the matter. 

A Murder Mystery. 
Gai.t, Aug. 17.— The murder of Mrs. 
(\.ntony Orr, of North Dumfries, three 
miles from Gait, still remains a mystery. 
Allison and Trevolyaii, the men arrested 
on suspicion, were arraigned yesterday 
and remanded. Trevelyan stoutly main- 
taina his innocence. Mrs. Orr disap- 
peared a week ago, and her body was not 
liscovered till yesterday when it was 
found in a grave near her home.

and work in tho Treadwell mines until 
then. Tho Queen brought back the 
first ot the returning fortune seekers, 
a 'longshereman of Seattle named F red 
Story, who liae a practical experience to 
relate, and a prospective millionaire who 
was glad to secure a quarter- 
master'a berth on the Queen for 
the homeward voyage. Strange as 
it sounds — Story says that the much 
talked of Skagway or White Pass trail 
nas never opened until Thursday last, 
the work of cutting through a four-mile 
stretch of mountain road having only 
just been completed. At present the 
road is very soft from recent rains, but 
corduroy is being used, and the grades 
and general character of this route 
make it the only one practic- 
able for horses. On the other 
hand, the Chilcoot Tass being an 
older and more travelled over is tlie only 
one to be thought of by those who pack 
in their supplies. Tiie anxiety of the 
proB])L'ctora to get through their goods at 
any cost has led to moat extravagant 
priceB being offered and gladly paid. As 
an example, one San Francisco party 
paid over an even thousand dollars for 
the transportation of one ton of supplies 
irom Skagway to the upper lake — and 
they were looked upon as fortunate. 
The opinions of all interviewed seem 
to diiTer aa to the general proapect. 
One man declares with positive convic- 
tion that not a tenth of those now at 
Skagway will get through at all. The 
next witness declares that all who want 
to, will reach the upper Yukon in time ; 
while the next is firmly of opinion that 
any man with average strength and grit 
will get through safely this year. Time 
alone can dlEclose which is right. Story 
who was over a considerable 
portion of the White Pass trail declares 
that tlie difliealties it presents are not 
by any means appalling, while packing 
over the Chilcoot presents few obstacles. 
He returned not because he could not 
gel through but because he had business 
alFairs to close up and preferred to take 
his chances in the spring. He bought 
one $150 outfit for $50 cash, the seller 
having decided to go to Juneau for the 
winter, and has it stored avray for his 
own use on bis return to the North.

THE " AL-KI " JIETUBNS 

Bringing the Body of Poor Dwight Fowler 
and Latest Northern Intelligence. 

N.vNAiMo, Aug. 17.— (Special)— The Al- 
Ki arrived at Departure Bay from Dyea 
and Juneau about 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing and left for the Sound at noon. Sha 

had only thirty-one passengers on board, 
all of whom were from Juneiiu, Among 
those ivere several coiiniiercial men and 
regular travellers, but no returning 
miners or pasaungurs from Dyca. 

Tlie Al-Ki Bafuly unloailcd liur passen- 
gers, lioi-Bes ami freight at Dyca on the 
up trip, but little news of importance 
was gathered thcio. There wern litill a 
large miinber at Dyea and Skagway I'.ay, 
and till! general impression t-eeiufd t.j be 
that a large number would not get 
through before spring. Horees were of 
little use on the Skagway route, and it 
was feared that all but a few of thopo 
who attempteil that route would have to 
either turn back or winter at tho P)ay. 
No mail had come out from the interior 
and there had been no arrivals from the 
river, so there was no important news. 

The Al-Ki passed lifteen steamers 
bound for Dyea and Skagway on the 
way down. She is several days late, 
being due to leave Seattle on the return 
trip Nortli to-day. She brought down 
tho body of 1 1 wight Fowler, of Seattle, 
who was drowned in tho Skagway river 
on tho iUh while attempting to cross tlie 
river on a log. The body is on the way 
to Seattle lor interment.

Auuthar 
party camped at the foot of the first sum- 
mit is that of Pettigrew who came up 
with the Islander and they have all their 
stnfl' having accompllBhed the trip up in 
a very short time. Both of these parties 
speak very highly of the treatment they 
received at the hands of the ollicerg of 
the Islander and particularly Capt 
Irving who left nothing undone for the 
comfort of those people who were pas 
sengers on his ship. 

It is most amusing to take in the 
sights along the trail. Jlen with packs 
on their back, others with wheelbarrows 
and as many devices as the human un- 
derstanding is capable of inventing are 
to be seen, forming a spectacle worth go 
ing many miles to witness. All along 
the trail were stores and bacon hung up 
as if the good honsewife had hnng up a 
washing to dry, and every conceivable 
item in connection with a miner's out 
fit was strewed along the trail. Tents 
illuminate the way, leaving no possible 
chance of anyone going astray 

When at the summit I found that over 
1,000 men had passed over with little or 
no provisions. There is room here for a 
nice townsiteand the place is all located, 
and there are one or two saloons, a 
restaurant and some gambling tables, 
which I anticipate is part of a miner's 
following. The weather was just splen- 
did, just such weather aa we have here 
in Victoria, rather warm for packing, 
still there is a coolnes in the 
woods which makes matters jdeas 
ant and people get along very 
well. It was the only dry weather they 
have had since they came up in the 
Islander; in general the feeling is one of 
perfect harmony, and all are in' good 
humor. 

When we left we discharged some of 
our freight at tho wharf, which is only 
partly finished. They have a saw mill 
nearly completed, and it will supply a 
needed want. Horses are in great de- 
mand; as high as $500 was offered for a 
dray horse, but was refused, and for lots 
of those old plugs the owners 
wore oH'ered $150, but would not sell. 
They are all helping them to get over 
their supplies, which will take some 
twenty or twenty-five days. There are 
lots of men who have reached here who 
will never t;et in this season, as the 
facilities are inadequate for handling the 
supplies there. Tho steamer cannot ap 
proach Dyea nearer than two to two and 
a half miles. There have been several 
pack trains over the mountains; the 
time taken is five days, three days going 
and two days coming back 

On Tuesday the .'i-l-Ki came in about 
10 a.m. with a large number of paeseu 
gers and horses, and the Danube steamed 
away at noon.

La ONER, Aug. 13.— The extraordinary 
run of salmon on the Fraser river this 
summer is unprecedented in the history 
of the fi.tbing industry of British Colum- 
bia. Whilst it was a recognized conclu- 
sion beforehand among canners and fish- 
ermen that this year would be a big year 
and arrangements were made accordingly 
for the putting up of large packs, the 
enormous run of fiah that have been 
steadily entering the river during the 
past three weeks, Burpassed all expecta- 
tions, and canning operations ou the 
Fraser for tlie year 1897 will long bo re- 
membered by all who took part. Old 
time liahermen, who have been working 
at the business for the jiiist fifteen years 
in relating their e.xperieuce say that the 
run has not been etjualled and tlie like 
of it was never witnessed before. Com- 
mencing on Saturday night the 25tli of 
July, the run has kept up incessantly to 
the present time, though the fiah are 
now gradually disappearing. Six cents 
per flsh was the ruling price with all the 
canneries, the boats being limit- 
ed to 150 each per day and 
thousands of fish were thrown 
aw.ay, fishermen being unable to dis- 
pose of them. Ketnarkable instancea 
have been reported from time to time of 
fisliing nets being lost throuuli being 
loaded with salmon, dragged under tlie 
water and carried away by the current. 

The canneries liave been one continual 
" hum " from early morn to night put- 
ting up their pack, and in cnnaequence 
there naa been a great demand for and 
scarcity of labor. The Wellington can- 
nerv, belonging to the Victoria Canning 
Co., of which R. P. Rithet & Co. are 
owners, will be the first to complete 
their pack of 2t),00U cases of single half- 
jiound flats, and on Monday next the 
flag will be hoisted to signali/.e the 
event. The management of the cannery 
tlirough the Idg ru.sli was carried out in 
commendable style. Xotiiing Imt the 
liiieat selected and fresh Halmmi was 
used, and each li^ili was carefully iiiapetu- 
ed before cutting u]i. Aa an e.stra pre- 
caution watchers were placed at tlio lill- 
ing tables, and eacli tin in turn was ex- 
amined to ensure (luality, and it ia 
reasonable to assume that the pack ia 
one of the finest that will be produced in 
any market. A few more days of fishing 
and the packs of most of the canneries 
will be completed. /Though eight years 
ago the number of licences issued by the 
department amounted to 750, as com- 
pared with the 4,500 odd licences issued 
this aeaeon, tlie fishing industry of Brit- 
ish Columliia is yet in its infancy. Can- 
ners are jubilant over such a succesafu! 
season, and aome are anticipating ex- 
tensive building improvements iu order 
to facilitate the working of next year's 
pack. 

Whilst it must be remembered that 
Klondvke-Yukon is in Canada and that 
all goods from the United States must 
pay duty at port of entry, and that Vic- 
toria, B.C., is the best place to buy your 
outfit, it is etjually an important fact to 
lie rememliered that the. Fraser River, 
B.C., is also in Canada. The advantages 
derived by all clasaea from this salmon 
fishing industry cannot be estimated. 
It is a source of cotisideral)le revenue to 
both tlie government ami tlie thouaandh 
of people who llock there iluring tiie 
season to ])arlicipate in the iirolits, 
wliilst it is an iiuluatry of paramount 
importance to tlu; iirovinco generally. 
The authorities at Ottawa sliould not 
cease in their endiiavor to mature 
schemes to benelit and protect tliia class 
of industry. There are yet many im- 
provements to be made, chiefly regard- 
ing the law governing theflshing regula- 
tions, which should bo more effectively 
carried out.

THE YUKON REGULATIONS. 

The Times of this city is very inacb 
impressed with the privations endured 
and to be endured in the Yulcon by the 
Dominion surveyors and the Mounted 
Police, and thinks they are equal to 
those of the miners. Their pay ie, of 
course, inucli lesa.than wliat a auciccES- 
ful miner would make, and the argu- 
ment deduced is that a good, deal of 
needless sympathy is being wasted upon 
the miner. The Coloitist is not given 
to beslobbering the poor miner or wprk.- 
man of any description with empty es- 
preasioua of flattery or sympathy. It has 
never posed aa the champion of the poor 
man against the rich, At the same 
time it has done as much towards pro- 
moling the interesta of what may be 
called the working classes, in coatradia- 
tinction to the capitalistic class, because 
it believes that what ameliorates the 
condition of the toiling masses tends to 
promote public prosperity. It has op- 
posed the existing Yukon mining regu- 
lations, but has done so withoat dealinj; 
in hackneyed phrases aboat the poor 
miner or. the struggling prospector and 
soon, in which some of its demagogic 
contemporaries indulge so freely. The 
position which the Coi.ont.st iias taken ia 
calculated to promote the interest of 
miners and prospectors, but we have 
supported it, not by appeals to sym 
pathy, bat by areuments foanded on 
reason. 

When, however, we And the Times 
comparing the case of the miner and 
prospector to that of the government 
surveyor or a policeman, we feel like de- 
pirting a little from our ordinary rule 
The miner and prospector in nine cases 
oat of ten take their lives and their for 
tunes in their hands when they start for 
the Yukon wilderness. To moBtof them 
failure means ruin. A very large per- 
centage of them will fail. The majority 
ol Uiose whoBuuceud will do soonly after 
great laljor and dreadful privationa. It 
has not been our policy to exaggerate 
the difficulties attending gold mining on 
the Yukon, and we are not doing so in 
saying that tliese are extreme. Nearly 
every man ia at his own individual risk; 
tliat ia there is no one behind him to pay 
Ilia bills, there is no one bound to ee 
that he is supplied R-iib everything poa- 
sible for his outlit and that he has nF3- 
sistanco enough to prevent his work 
becoming burdensome. With thegovern 
ment officer the circumetances are very 
dillerent. He knows what he is going 
to s;et in the way of pay; he kno\va tlmt 
his wanta will be amply provided for; 
he knows that he will have all the as- 
aistance necessary to enable him to do 
bia work. He is at no risk 
except that which naturally at- 
taches to life in the wilder- 
ness To attempt to excuse heavy imposts 
npon the miner, but comparing his con- 
dition and his chances with those of the 
government surveyors or policemen is so 
broadly absurd as to l)o hardly worth 
even this passing reference. 

It is right that miners and prospectors 
should contribute something towards the 
administration of a country In. whiob 
they expect to make money. It la right 
that they should contribute towards pro- 
viding im])roved cliaunela of communi- 
cation established for their beiielit, We 
Jiave yet to see any grounds for bolieviuR 
that they object to this. Aa a rule they 
are reasonable men, willing to listen to 
reason and do what is right. But they 
will protest undue exactions and have 
never yet failed to discover a means of 
making their protests heard. 

The objections to the regulations nro 
u.:iny. Of the two clauses principally 



criticized— namely, that reserving alter- 
nate claims and thatimpoaing the lOnnd 
20 per cent, royalty — it ia not easy to eay 
which ia the more objectionable. The 
practical difficulties which the reserva- 
tion would create are auch that in some 
cases the value of a discovery would he 
almost destroyed. The proposed royalty 
might in some cases amount almost to 
confiscation. The reservation of claims 
would be almost certain to lead to 
mining being done by large ayndiaates, 
who would buy up the alternate claims 
and freeze out the locators. The enor- 
mous royalty of 20 per cent, might easily 
swallow up all the prolita of a very rich 
mine, carried on under such disadvan- 
tageous circumstances aa would exist 
where the miner could not obtain the 
adjacent claim. We do not say that the 
regulations are intended to drive poor 
men out of the Yukon and turn the coun- 
try over to rich syndicates, for wo do not 
believe they are ; but that will be their 
efl'ect. Unless they are changed, we 
greatly fear that very much harm will 
result. 

QUARANTINE. 

We find in the Toronto Globe an 
article on quarantine, in which much 
the same position is taken as that which 
the Coi.oxisT, alone among Canadian 
newspapers, has lield. The Globe's 
article is founded upon a paper in the 
North American Review by Dr. Alvah 
H. Doty, health officer of the port of 
New York. Substantially the plan 
recommended by Dr. Doty is one of 
rigid iuspection and disinfection in the 
case of infected ships and an entire 
abolition of lengthy quarantine. He 
calls the old fashioned notion of quaran- 
tine a "destroyer of commerce," and 
says it was ineffectnal. In England 
there ia practically no quarantine, and 
the new methods have been applied in 
Egypt, under British direction, with 
signal success. 

Dr. Doty describee in his article the 
disinfecting steamers 'that has been 
built for use in New York. The name 
of the steamer is the Jamea W. Wads- 
worth and the method of using her is 
thus described : 

The disinfecting treatment occujiies 
the Wadsworth about live hours. She 
steama to the side of a vessel detained 
for her offices, and its crew are 
directed to put their clothing, bedding 
and the ship's hangings into bundles 
which are transferred to her deck and 
dropped into a cradle communicating 
with the ateam chamber. The crew 
then board the Wadsworth and ])aaa 
into rooms where they undress ; their 
clothes are sent in also for disinfec 
tion while the owners enjoy a bath. 
In the meantime employes from the 
Wadsworth have boarded the infected 
ship and cleansed it with a hot soda 
solution applied by hose. The wood- 
work ia sprayed with a solution of cor- 
rosive sublimate, and the apartments 
fumigated with sulphuric acid gas. After 
this overhauling ([uarantino is raised. 
Dr. Doty ia strongly of the opinion that 
ship and paasengers should not be de- 
tained for any length of time together. 
After disinfection the vessel can be no 
further menace to health, and should be 
released, while the passengers and crew 
should be divided into as small groups 
aa possible for observation. The cargo 
rarely acts as a medium of contagion. 

This method of treatment is not dif 
ferent in principle from that adopted at 
William Head, although it would be 
impossible at our station to handle a 
large vessel in five hours. But at Wi 
liam Head the quarantine officers are 
not content simply with disinfection, 
bnt, as in the case of the Empress of 
China, a long and distreasiiig delay ia 
enforced. We suggest that the Cana- 
dian ([uarantine regulations ahould be 
re-cast, so aa to bring them more abreast 
with medical science. If longdelays are 
not necessary at New York and London, 
they ought not to be necessary at Wil- 
liam Head. In view of the rapidly 
growing commerce of the North Pacific 
Ucean, we need here the beat possible 
sanitary regulations in regard to incom- 
ing vessels, and wo cannot afford to lag 
behind the world in company with 
Turkey. 

A WORD TO OUR BUSINE.<iS MEN. 

The events of the last two weeks 
have demonstrated what can be done by 
a little judicious advertising. A little 
well-directed eflbrt has been auflicient to 
turn the tide of Yukon outfitters iu this 
direction. The press of the city has 
done yeoman's service in this reapect ; 
hut it cannot be said that the advertia- 
ing colnmna of the papers ahow great 
evidence that their value aa a means of 
reaching the public ia much appreciated. 
If one takes up a Seattle paper he is con- 
fronted with column upon column of nd- 
vertising from those who are working to 
secure the Yukon trade. Does this sort 
of thing do any good? The fact that it 
is done proves that it does. An adver- 
tisement appeared in a number of East- 
ern papers for two daya. This has 
brought auflicient in<|uiriea and aufli- 
cient cuetomera to Victoria to prove 
that men read the advertising columns 
of the newspaper 'when they want to 
Qnd out where to l|uy what 
they want. Here is a little point 
that business men overlook. They put 
an advertisement in a paper in 
a perfunctory ttort of way, more 
because they have an imprcsaion that 
they ought to advertise than for any de- 
finite idea why it ia well to do so. The 
reason it pays to- advertise ia that people 
look through advertising columns to find 
out what they want to know. Some peo- 
ple think it is a fine thing to have a 
reading notice calling attention to their 
advertisement. In nine cases out of ten 
this is wrong. An advertisement prop- 



erly worded and artisticallj^'displ'ayed 
will do ita own work. 

Victoria businesa men ought to adver- 
tise liberally this winter, People every- 
where will ha scanning the columns of 
Victoria papers. These papers never 
were so talked of as now, never so mucli 
quoted from, never in so groat demand. 
Take the Golon'ist for example. It has 
a fine circulation in Vancouver, ia on 
sale on all trains on the 0. P. R. and 
arrangements are in progress to get it 
very widely distributed in .the East and 
on all trana-continental trains, But take 
the C. P. K. and Vancouver only into 
account. Thousands of people will come 
over that railway and to the Terminal 
Gity during the next six or eight months, 
who will want to buy goods to take to 
the North. We shall endeavor to keep 
the advantages of Victoria as an outfit- 
ting point prominent, but the most in- 
genious writers will after a time exhaust 
themselves on this point, and other sub- 
jects will call for treatment, whereby the 
question may he temporarily thrust 
aside. Moreover the wishes of home 
readers must be conanlted, and after a 
time they will demand some other tort 
of news. Under these circumstances it 
boconiCB a matter of vital importance to 
the business men of Victoria to adver- 
tise freely. When the jjroapective Yu- 
konor picks up the Colomst, either on 
the train or at Vancouver, be ought to 
find the merchants of the city as well as 
the editorial stafi endeavoring to con- 
vince him that liore is the place to come 
to trade. To accomplish much, adver- 
tising must be liberal. Liberal adver- 
tising is HO much the rule outside of Vic- 
toria that the habit has grown up else- 
where to judge of a basinesa house by 
the way it advertises. Remember that, 
in catering to this Yukon trade, you are 
not talking to people who know all about 
you already and who will buy from you 
anyway. You are seeking custom from 
people who never lieanl of you and 
never will hear of you, unless you gel 
yourselves directly before them through 
the medium of advertisements, 



collection by force. Trade that can only 
be got in this way is dearly purchased 
and cannot :be retained. 



!Now ruAT Prince Henri of Orleans 
and Count Turin have met and made 
more or less serious holes iu eaoii other, 
the woild may continue its daily revo- 
lutions as usual. The merits of the 
controversy remain much as they were 
at the beginning. Prince Henri inti- 
mated in his book of travels that the 
Italians in Abyssinia were a caddish lot, 
and wo are unable to discover that the 
Count of Turin has cast away doubt 
upon the proposition by sticking his 
rapier into the Prince in two places. 
Nor is it quite clear that the Prince has 
proved his case one iota by skewering 
the Count through the hand. Un- 
doubtedly the Count will become im- 
mensely popular in Italy for havincr 
risked his life to defend the honor cE 
Italy. Undoubtedly the Prince has 
proved that he has the conrage of his 
convictions. Undoubtedly it will not 
hurt the breed of royalty on the con- 
tinent to have it demonstrated that some 
of the old time courage ia left in the 
descendants of the men who wrote their 
names large across the history of Europe 
in the past. But when this has been 
said, all has been said. Tbe cause of 
civilization has not been advanced by bo 
much aa a hair's breadth by this en- 
counter. Nothing has been demon- 
strated except perhaps that an Italian 
Count is willing to defend with his 
body tlio reputation of hia countrymen 
for courage. Perhaps that may, in Italy, 
have been worth a little blood-letting. 



The question of street pavement is 
being discussed in Ontario. In Ham- 
ilton some of the city officials are bent 
upon having vitrified brick, which is 
calling forth some strong expressions of 
disapproval. Tlie .Spectator says such 
paveiuentsare very unsatisfactory so far as 
wearing qualities go, unless the very best 
material can be got, and this is always a 
matter of experiment. On the ground 
of noise great exception is taken to brick. 
Tiie Toronto Globe says of the brick 
pavements in that city: "It ia undoubt- 
edly true that nervous persons and brain 
workers cannot endure the aounda pro- 
duced by traffic over bnck. They are 
like DO other city noises, for they vary 
with the kind of vehicle passing, aa also 
with the character of ita load." Seattle 
truckmen say that horses can haul one- 
third less over a brick pavement than 
over a wooden one, owing to the poor 
footliold. Vitrified brick, with cor- 
rugated surfaces, make excellent side- 
walks, but we believe the weight of evi- 
dence ia against their use for carriage- 
ways. 

A B'EW days ago the Seattle TimoH 
made some references to the collection 
of duties on the Yukon frontier, closing 
with the remark that " ten thousand 
men will not be skiiuieil by one hundred 
Canadian police." We are not ipiite 
ure that such hysterica call for serious 
attention; but it may not bo amiss to 
inform tbe Seattle paper that it ia mak- 
ing a tremendous mistake in cpunselling, 
oven indirectly, the men who are going 
North to acta of violence. Our neigh- 
bors may aa well make up their minds 
that the laws of Canada will be enforced 
in Canada, and that any persons, v.'ho 
go North under the impression that they 
can resist the payment of duty, will 
make the blunder of their lives. We 
are amazed, indeed, that any paper of 
reputation Bht)uld lirst deceive ita rend- 
ers into believing that duties will not be 
collected, and when it found out its mis- 
take should advise them to resist their 



It is proposed to conatruct a railway 
from OhesterBeld Inlet on James Bay, 

that is the southern prolongation of 
Hudson's Bay, to Great Slave Lake. 
The distance is 300 miles. Thia i)roi)o- 
aition lias brought out the atatement 
that the construction of a few short 
canals would enable river steamers to 
ply between Chesterfield Inlet and Atha- 
basca Landing in Northern Alberta, a 
distance of 1,200 miles. Once Athabasca 
Landing is reached a splendid river 
system will be available. Indeed, 
with the exception of one point on the 
outlet of Gr^at Slave Lake, it would 
then be possible to sail from Oheater- 
field Inlet to the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie in the Arctic ocean. Some people 
suggest that, if the Yukon gold fields 
prove to be permanent, thia may become 
a favority way of getting to them. 



The Kamloops Sentinel asks why the 
O.P.R. has not been prosecuted for negli- 
gence on account of the death of the men 
in the railway tunnel some months ago- 
We can very well understand the reason 
to be that to prosecute a railway corpor- 
ation for manslaughter ia a ueeleaa piece 
of work, becauae it would be impossible 
to eatablisb malice in such a case, and 
would be next to impossible to make out 
a case of criminal negligence against the 
company.

UNITED STATES CONSUL SMITH. 

He Takes Over the Office in Victoria, Re- 
taining Mr. Eure as His Assistant. 

General Roberts, the retiring United 
States consul, yesterday handed over the 
management of affairs to his successor, 
Mr. Abraham E. Smith. Mr. Eure, who 
has acted eo efficiently for the past four 
years as vice-consul, has been retaineil 
in the same position by Mr. Smith. The 
new consul lias had quite a long experi- 
ence in the service of the United States 
government, having as far back as 1861 
been appointed by President Lincoln as 
poitmaa'erof Woodstock, III. In 1866 
he resigned to enter the journalistic 
field, and has for many years conducted 
the Rockford Gazette, lie served for a 
time as postmaster at Rockford and 
was inl8S9 appointed by Governor 
Fife as commissioner for Illinois 
at the Paris Exhibition. He has 
been an alderman of Rockford, and for 
twenty years he has been a member of 
the Republican county central commit- 
tee — being twice its chairman. He was 
in 1880 selected as a member of the Na- 
tional Republican convention, and the 
same year was requested to take the 
field as a candidate for congress, but de- 
clined. Mrs. Smith and the youngest of 
three sons will soon join Mr. Smith 
here, another son being a court steno- 
grapher and the third being a student in 
the law faculty of Wisconsin University. 
The only daughter is assistant principal 
of Rockford school. 

General Roberta, Mr. Smith's pre- 
decessor in office, will remain in Victoria 
for some weeks yet before returning 
South.

Tennis Pants and Sliirts at 
W. & J. Wilson's. 



The Post-Intelligencer's Tacoma cor- 
respondent furnishes his paper with a 
graphic account of the closing scenes in 
the tennis tournament at the City of 
Destiny, in which J. F. Foulkea, of Vic- 
toria, emphatically demonstrated his 
right to the title of tennis champion of 
the Northwest Coast. It proceeds : 

"J. F. Foulkes defeated George A, 
Hard to-day, thereby winning for the 
second time in three years the handsome 
Thorne cup which carries with it the 
tennis cham])ionship of the Pacific 
Northwest. The result waa a eurpriee 
to a number of people, who had figured 
that the Seattle man was next to invin- 
cible on clay courts. He defeated 
Foulkes twice in Seattle last month, and 
it looked as if he would repeat his vic- 
tories to-day. Foulkes, however, played 
almost faultlessly, and, profiting by the 
experience gainM in Victoria last week, 
kept forcing Hnrd to use the back-hand 
stroke, which is his only weak point, 
because in his returns he is compelled 
to lob, which gives a smart placer like 
Foulkes an opportunity to win many 
points. Time and again Foulkes would 
return the ball with his chop stroke, ad- 
vancing to ttie net when he knew Hard 
would lob short. The score of the match 
was 6-1, -4-0, 0-0, 6-2. 

" The match was called at 4 o'clock. 
Foulkes waa apparently as cool as an 
iceberg, placing his strokes with great 
accuracy. He ran the set up to four- 
love, but Ilurd took the next game on a 
series of well placed drives across the 
court. He could not keep up the pace, 
though, the Victorian taking the next 
two games and set by a score of 6-1. 

" After a seven-minute rest the play- 
ers reappeared, Hurd thia time having 
the north court. The sun waa aizzling 
hot, affecting both players, Foulkes ap- 
parently more than Hurd, as during the 
next set he played listlessly, allowing 
points to escape him that would, ordin- 
arily, be easy to get. Hurd was quick to 
notice this, and with his brilliant drives 
and strokes, took the set, 6-4. 

"This caused his stock to rise and 
gave hia supporters new life. During 
the seven miiintea' rest Pooley, Foulkes' 
double partner, gave hia man a rub-doivn 
and made hiiu drink a glass of stimulant. 
The ell'ect was inetantaiieous, for when 
Foulkes appeared on the favorite north 
court, hia movements were agile and his 
eye as bright as a dollar. He won the 
set easily witli six games to Hurd'a none. 

" The last set was replete with fine 
rallies and brilliant plays, in which 
Foulkes was the star. He took the first 
four games. Hurd took a braceand won 
two successive games, but be could not 
keep up the pace, Fottlkea taking the 
next two, which gave him the set, match 
and championship. 

" To sum uj) the match, Foulkes won 
hy superior head work, well placed 
smashes and careful, steady play. He 
depended on his eteadinesa in returning 
Kurd's drives and back-handera. Hurd

Came Near Being: Seized Be^ 
' cause of a Jack-iu-OlUce 
Visitiug at Dyea. 



<2aeer Order of an Individaal Claim 
ing to Speak by United 
States Autliority. 



The report that the steamer Danube, 
of the O.P.N.'Oo.'a fleet, had been put 
to considerable difBcalty at Dyea 
through the American cuatome officers 
there stationed, constituted the princi- 
pal item of Klonclyke intelligence yes- 
terday. The steamer, in command of 
Captaiu Meyers, bad called at Union in 
the morning, and a paaaenger had found 
time daring the stay at that port to tel- 
egraph to Secretary Elworthy, of tlio 
board of tnulu, that trouble had been 
experienced and that threats had been 
made of seizure. The exact character of 
the difficulty was not stated, although it 
■was BUKgesled that an iniuieiiiata meet- 
ing of the board should bu convened to 
formulate a protest. It was i^enorally 
believed that the trouble had arisen 
through the fact that Skagway had 
been found a n\ore couvouiout 
point of debarkation although Dyea is 
the established aubportof entry. This 
acconlint; to the customs officials' here 
Bhonld liave occasioned neither delay nor 
unpleasantness, as the Danube's official 
papers were all in order and it would be 
necessary aini|)ly to place an American 
oUichil on boiuil to superintend the dis- 
charginj? of the cart;o— in the same man- 
ner as American vcssula are quite fre- 
quently pcrmitieJ to discharge at Cad- 
bora or Telegrajih Hays, with an officer 
from thecuatonia house here uccoin pauy- 
ing them. In the absence of definite 
information as to the cause of complaint 
nothing could be done save to watch with 
Bueli patience as might be couimauded, 
for the appearance of the Danube in 
port. 

The Danube arrived close on the heels 
ol the Queen, when the full particulars 
of her collision with the American eagle 
were forthcoming. J. Roderick Robert- 
eon, s;eneral manager for America of the 
London and Canadian Gold Fields, who 
went north in its interest, tells the Btory 
thus : 

" The danger of an international tan- 
gle was narrowly averted by the com- 
mon sense displayed by United States 
CuatJiua Inspector Smith of Mary la- 
laud, Alaska, ami the coolness and firm- 
ness of Captain Meyer of the Danube, 
iler dec'.is crowded with miners, horses 
and freight from Victoria, the Danube 
jxrrivedat Mary Island on the Gth inst. 
and was boarded by Inspector Smith, 
who proceeded with her to Dyea. 

On the arrival of the vessel at Skag- 
way bay, Dyea inlet, Inspector Smith 
pointed out the spot, near the wharf, 
and a short distance from the shore, 
where the preceding vesaela — the Queen 
lloaalie. Islander, Teea, etc.— had an- 
chored to discharge their freight and 
pasaengera. 

A meeting had been held on board the 
Danube before her arrival at Dyea Inlet, 
at which it was unanimously decided 
that every one aliould aaaiat in helping 
to Ian 1 the freight. Thia was a mutual 
benefit, the miners as well aa tlie aiiip 
being anxioui to tiet away, the former 
to rush over the mountain and along the 
lakes and rivers to Klondyke before the 
dreaded winter set in, the steamer to 
thread the intricate passages leading to 
the8JiUh,and percliance take on an 
utuer load of hardy miners. 

The unloading was proceedin 
merrily, " tenderfeet " getting " tender- 
iiBcked " as well, all hands carrying 
sacks of flour, sides of bacon, boxes 
crackers, stoves, boats (canvas), etc., 
etc., from low water to high water mark, 
an interminable distance thia seemed to 
•many, even the " old-timers " beginning 
to blow a bit and to look out tor light 
packages and easy loads, for all the 
Jioraes and passengers and half the 
freight had been put ashore, when word 
spread like wildfire that the Danube bad 
been seized by the American customs 
Inepeclore, others said she, with the 
balance of her cargo, had been ordered 
to Juneau, others again said alio 
been onlered to o miles further up 
Dvea inlet, where there bad 
been an Indian but, but 
town. To put It mildly, Ihia created 
little short of consternatian. It meant 
half one'a t;oo(la at Skagway, Dyea Inlet 
and the balance at .luneau or elsewhere 
the strong possiliility being that some 
of it would be mislaid and lost, for there 
are no storehouses in Dyea Inlet (and no 
bureau of infoi nuUion for lost or stolen 
goode!), and in any case it meant the 
certainty of weeks' detention (with ex- 
posure of goods to bad weather, rain, 
etc.), possibly for all winter. The scows 
constantly bringing freight back from 
Uvea rocks (which was taken there by 
the vessels first coming up) are said to 
be all booked for a long time, charging 
up to 1 '.jC. uer [lound., i.e. ^;!0 per ton to 
lake freight four miles or ao on the in- 
huid waters of Dyea Inlet, the owner 
t.ikin;; delivery at She water's edge, often 
having to wade to the scow, which is 
stuck fast in the mud some distance from 
shore ! 

The older hands at once seized the op- 
portunity (and the younger men wore 
not slow in alao taking thia chance) of a 
" hitch •' in unloading the Danube, to 
cease work and to nold indignation 
talks. Cancellation of miner's rights to 
American citizens, whilst in Canada, 
closing the trails at the Oanadian fron- 
tier (whenever that may be) to American 
goods, all Borts of retaliation waa 
mooted and i^loated over. If it 
had Ijeen left to some of those 
Canailian-llriliah miiiera of the Danube 
to decide. Uncle Sani'g ])rogeny would 
have had no show on the Klondyke. 
But moat of the miners decliiieil to be- 
lieve there could bu any trouble. Had 
they not an American cuatora 
house ollicer on board? Inspect- 
or Smith! Had they not a 
])ermit to Dyea Inlet and return 
to Mary island! What more could they 
want? lJut they were wrong, there had 
been aerioua trouble and threats used to 
a British captain of the seizure of his 
vessel, which danger had only been 
narrowly averted by Inspector Smith's 
explanations and Captain Meyer's ad- 
herence to hia rights as shown on his 
permit and clearance papprs. 

It appears that the trouble arose from 
II gentleman, stated .to be an ex-Unitcil 
6.ates custoota deputy, who had. fol- 



lowed the Danube from Juneau and 
boarding her,, had ordered Captain 
Meyer to cease QnloadinK and to proceed 
^t once further up, Dyea Inlet to a spot 
where there waa, no good, anchor- 
age, no wharf and' no' snbre to land 
goods on only rocka. This was after the 
Danube (with a cuatoma inspector on 
board) had been unloading for nearly 
twenty-four hours and had got most of 
her cargo on shore I All her horses had 
been landed but no feed! Captain 
Meyer stated he had authority from 
United States Customs Inspector Smith 
who was then on board to unload at the 
place he was discharging. Under these 
circumstances Captain Meyer con- 
tinued to unload at Skagway Day, 
Dyea Inlet. Subseciuently, about two 
hours later the ex-inspector returned 
with otlier olliciala and one of 
these, a cuatoma inspector, who stated 
he waa in charge at Dyea, but whoae 
certificate only read deputy collector for 
Alaska (neither Inspector Smith nor 
Capt. Meyer had been officially notified 
of hia appointment) ordered Capt. 
Meyer to take thn Danube back to 
Juneau (10 hours run) and on Capt 
Meyer refuai9g to carry out such orders, 
thia inspector from Dyea, instructed 
United States Inspector Smith, on 
board, to seize the Danube which .Mr. 
Smith declined doing not recognizing 
the Dyea inspector's authority. 

This was too much, the vessel was 
getting crowded with cuBtoins oflicera 
whom Inspector Smith claimed luul 
authority from tlio collector at Sitka to 
act aa tliey threatened to do. Finally 
owing to Inspector Smith'a common 
sense and true jiatriotic spirit and to 
Capt. Meyer's coolneaa and lirmnoas the 
Danube was left at peace and the bal 
ancu of the freight was uiiloaiied. Just 
as the steraiier started back aouth, the 
Al-Ki, an American vessel, anchored 
alongside at Skacway Bay, Dyea Inlet, 
and at once proceeded to unload her 
cargo without let or hindrance, la 
there one regulation for American 
veasela and another for British? are the 
latter to be ordered away seized and aub 
jected to vexatious delays, whilst Ameri- 
can vesaels may clear and discharge 
where they like? The vessels just pre- 
ceding the Danube, i,e,, the (Jueen 
Rosalie etc., (American vessels), and the 
Islander, Tees, etc., (IJritish vessels), 
had all also landed cargo and passengers 
at iSUagway . 

Thelndian hut which has been styled 
Dyea is about five milea futher up the 
Dyea inlet than Skagway bay. There is, 
I am informed, no wharf, storehouse or 
laniliui; stage. Yeseela are unable to 
anchor within three miles of Dyea and 
in rough weather have to fly to Skagway 
for shelter! Freight is just dumped on 
the rocks; horses hflve to swim 
for it. The trail at this jioint 
passable for Indians, but is said 
to be impaasable for horses with packs 
on their backs. Freight dumped on 
these rocks by the first steamers is being 
slowly brought round to Skagway on 
scows! Ami this is the point it was 
sousht to carry oU' the remainder of 
our cargo and the feed of the 
horses to! Our minera might, and jiro- 
bably would, have been detained weeks 
and put to expenses enormous in getting 
their supplies together, and after all 
perhaps only to find themselves, owing 
to the delay, caught in the worse than 
Siberian winters on the frozen lakes. 
Thus one-aided officialism might in this 
way have even caused loss of life. It 
undeniably would have coat much 
money, in some cases forcing the poor- 
er men to forego altogether their jjur- 
nny, upon which they bad staked their 
all, A reference to the United States 
ciiarta will show that the position of 
Skagway Bay is at the head of Dyea 
Inlet. 

Americans are given equal rights on 
these Canadian gold fields, whereas they 
rigorously exclude Canadians and other 
" aliens " from American mining claims 
and properties. If vexatious incidents 
lik-) these are to recur, recrimination 
will ensue and preasuro will be broui^hl 
to bear on the (Janadian government to 
copy iimerican mining laws and so ex- 
clude American minera from Oanadian 
soil, even aa they exclude Canadians, 
etc., from America already. 

The fine weather has aided the miners 
at Skagway, and all are well, and at pre- 
sent working together harmoniously 
Several quiet talkB showed, however, 
that the Corliss amendment, passed by 
the United States Senate and Houee of 
Representatives (although vetoed by 
President Clevelanil), whereby Can 
adians were excluded from work in the 
United St.ates was remembered by Can- 
alians and other "aliens," whilst 
was opftnly stated by some hotheads tluu 
if the Klondyke isnotnow in the U.S..\., 
they would eoon see that it is included 
under the Stars and Stripes. 

It will require cool, firm, clear-beaded 
men and governmenta to manage thia 
rush of miners, etc., of different nation- 
alitiea, speeding over dangerous and con 
tested ground to the goldfieida of the 
Klondyke, 'I'ukon, Northwest Territory 
of Canada." 



TiiK firemen had not nearly as busy a 
time yesterday aa durinu tin; two |)re 
vioua days.

MINING IN AUSTRALIA. 

Extracts From GrevlUe Tregarthen's " The 
Story of the Nations" Showing the 
Difficulties of Collecting Revenue 
From Miners. 

The following are extracts from Gre- 
ville Tregarthen's volume on Australia 
(The Story of the Nations). Vide folios 
242, 213, 214, 245, 240, 240, 250, 252, 254, 
251), 257, 258 and 259. 

From the commencement of the dis- 
covery of gold in 1S51 the regulations 
and licensing arrangements which had 
been formulated by Deaa Thompoon for 
New South Wales were adopted by La- 
trobo (Governor of Victoria); but though 
they might be satisfactorily worked with 
a comparatively small collection of men, 
they were quite unsuitable to the turbu- 
lent crowds which had gathered at Bal- 
larat and Bendij:o. The monthly inspec- 
tion of the licenaea of forty thousand un- 
willing men is a by no means light task, 
and the system adopted waa open to 
very great abuse in ita application. 
Those who had licensea objected strongly 
to being conatantly required to produce 
them to satisfy suapiciuus otliciala, while 
those who had not licenses had but little 
difficulty in secreting themselves and 
evading the activity of the troopers. 
Acts of riot and lawlessness were before 
long not infrequent. Bushranging be- 
came common. The gold escorts were 
waylaid and robbed, after tbe troopers, 
who were protecting them, had been 
shot. Even vessela in the harbor were 
attacked and plundered ! 

A spirit of diacontent was inseparable 
from the miners' occupation ; the very 
good fortune of aomo bred dissatisfaction 
in the brouata of others, and the anKC- of 
those who hud toiled all day in the heat 
to wash out next to nothing waa i)Ut 
natural when they were pounced U|)ou 
by tho.police and commanded to show 
their licenses. Some men of course 
were doing well, and at one time pro- 
bably many were winning from £40 to 
£50 ($200 to $260) worth of gold a day, 
but for every stroke of luck there must 
have been many bitter disappointmenta. 
The life of a miner was rough in the ex- 
treme, and a large proportion of those 
who flocked to the diggings were quite 
unijrepared for the hardahips and dia- 
coinforts with whiclr they luid to con- 
tend. The crowd at the gold fields waa 
comprised of men of every class and 
nearly every nationality. 

Twice a week " Dinner Hunts " were 
held by the police, ami all miners wlio 
could not produce their licenses were 
seized and taken oil' to the (Gokl) Com- 
missioner'a camp, being usually chained 
to the surrounding trees until that of- 
ficial waa ready to deal with them. 
Oftener their tents were burnt by the 
police, and not infrequently miatakea 
were made and flagrant injustice perpe- 
trated upon those who had hitherto 
obeyed the law. While the feeling at 
the gold fiHlda waa in this irritable atate, 
the government blindly endeavored to 
double the license fee, which even then 
was coatim; more than its value to col- 
lect. Latrobe's new executive council 
considered that in view of the large ex- 
tra expenditure involved in the regu- 
lation and maintenance of order at the 
gold lielda the sum of thirty shillings 
per month (.$7.50; waa not a auflicieiilly 
large contribution to the public revenue 
by tlioao who were so rapidly winning 
fortunes from the soil. Oblivious of the 
unfortunates who had sufl'ered and toiled 
in vain, Latrobe was urged to raise the 
monthly lee for a permit to dig for gold 
to JE3 (say $15.) A notice waa thereiore 
promulgated in the government Gazette 
early in December 1851, to the effect that 
from the commencement of the follow- 
ing year •the increased rate would be 
demanded. 

A few daya after the publication of the 
Gazette notice meetinga wore held at 
varioua places (Mount Alexander, Forest 
and Geelong. The proposed fee was de- 
nounced as exorbitant and tyrannical, 
and even the exaction of any fee what- 
ever from the minera was described as 
an imposition of an iniquitous " capita- 
tion tax or labor." This turned 
the scale, and the government on 
tbe 13lh of December withdrew the no- 
tice which bad produced the storm. . . . 
Latrobe recognized the serious blow that 
had been atruck at the authority of the 
government, but he waa thanktul for the 
comparative peace which followed cap- 
itulation. , . . . , 

Latrobe longed to bo free from the 
necessity of collecting a tax which waa 
expensive and odioua to its contributors, 
and with this end in view, recommend- 
ed that an export duty on gold should 
bo subatituted for the license fee, only 
such an amount being charged for a 
license aa would ensure the registration 
of those authorized to dig for gold. 
The export duty bill was introduced, 
and not as far aa the second 
reading in the council, but at 
the (li^'^inga the governor'a actio.'ia were 
iiiisrepreBented and used as a furttier in- 
centive to riot. Meetinga were held at 
l''orest Creek at which it was determined 
to refuse to pay any licenae feu at all if 
an u.xport (liity were charged; and at 
other jilaces, more ea])ecially at Owen's 
l<'ield crowds began to get alarmingly in- 
aii bordiiiate. Membera became frigliten- 
eil, ami the bill, which was the bcKin- 
ning of the disaster which clouded Sir 
Charles Hotham's rule was shelvi il. . . . 

At the beginning of August, a deputa- 
tion from Casllemain and Beiidino wait- 
ed upon Latrobe to make certain com- 
plaluta and reipieata which were very 
like threats and demanda. The license 
fee they said muat bo immediately re- 
duced to ten ahillingB(.'f2.50)paid ninthly 
or quarterly at the option of the licenbei-; 
facililieH slionld be ^iveii to miiiera fur 
the ))iuchase of land for cultivation, and 
the tnininj; p.ipuiation should be directly 
represented in the legislature. Latrobe 
said he would consider what they had 
laid before him

redeeming his promise to the deputation 
from Ballarat, that he would give effect 
to the recommendation of the commie- 
eion.

Should it; do 
io it would cease to be a science. 

Argas was fabled <to have a hundred 
lyea, hut Argus ■would be a very iusig- 
rtifioaut curiosity compared with tho 
latest diseoreiy in the insect kiugdom. 
riioro, are inuuherB of insects -\vitii 100 
jiid even 5(10 eycH, hut whcu tlio num- 
ber of optics allotted to a single insi-ct 
teaches up into tha thousands tlio idea 
is startling. 

Naturalists have recently been engag- 
ed in tho study of this most interesting 
subject. Each succeeding day brings 
more marvelous results until the a.s- 
touiiding discoveiy has been mado tl it 
the common dragon fly, or mostiuito 
htivvk, -while seemingly pos.se.ssed of 
only two vi.suiil orj^aiis, really lui.s as 
UKiiiy !!6,000, oucli of the t^vo vi.sLblo 
to tho ordiiinry observer being subdivid- 
ed into 18,000 scpanito lenses, each eye- 
let hiivinf,' a diotiuct nerve connecting 
it^vith tlio brain and noting entirely 
indeiieiuleiitly of its myriads of corn- 
pan iciii.-i. 

The tlieory most gpnenilly adopted 
by scientists is that, -while far superior 
to the eye of higher ncinial life as re- 
gards moving objects, tho po^s-er of oh- 
Bervntiou of tho composite eye is inferior 
in its application to Ktatiouary tilings. 
The rea.sou in this: Tho moving object 
is lirst ob.^i'.ived by ouoof tlie thousi\nd8 
of facets, -Nvhich perceives it for the in- 
fiuitcsiiual part of a second that it takes 
to get ont of the sro of vision of that 
particular lens and pass into that of an- 
other, each movement being separately 
teloKTiiplied to the bruin by tho facet ou 
duty. But -with a stationary object it is 
different, einoo for some reason the 
minor organ fails to focus accurately, 
1111(1 so render tho object less distinct 
tii:iii -.vliPii viewed by eyes of only one 
lens each. 

A question -which continur.s to puzzle 
the scientists is whether tho animator 
insect sees as many inuigesof tho objects 
aa he has eyes, or fac-'.its. For instance, 
dees the dragon fly fi-.ucy ho is flittiog 
over 3(1,000 ponds, or does he see only 
□uc? Probably one, for tho two eyes of 
■\ human being in uormal condition show 
but a single imago. Besides, apart froiu 
the lenses aud cones in front, tho eyo is 
a hollo^v Hjihi^re pierced by perforations 
ruuniui; dijwn tlie facets to-svard tho 
seiiter. It follows that the light iiiipres- 
sioi:B thus form a siuple jiieture, or mo- 
saic, us it -were, ouch fueet presenting :i 
slightly different picture from its neigh- 
bor and the group presenting a perfect 
wlinlo. 

There nrc niiniy other animals pos- 
si^s.seil of a;i e.-clTacirclinary number of 
eyes. James I'laneis Stovcus, a noted 
entomologist, is said to have recorded 
2,000 f nch specie.1 in his garden in one 
nfterjieou, v-liile I'^rancis Pii.scoo, anoth- 
iT iiote.l naturalist, counted 80 different 
spfcinii us on liis library vindo-\v. 

Tlio common scallop, for instance, has 
mauy eyes sciittcreil irregularly over it.s 
body. The lob.stor has massed together 
in each orb uicro than a htmdrcd dis- 
tinct e3'es, and, unlike human eyes, 
tlir-.^e are .^et forward, instead of being 
sunk inward. Does the poor lobfter see 
things a hundredfold? If so, possibly it 
is in avoiding the 99 imaginary lobster 
pots that he stumbles into tho real one. 
The common honsi; fly has -1,000 eyes, 
the oahhaKe luitlerfly 17,000, the drone 
fly 8,000, the hnueyboo G,3C0. But still 
at tho hrail of tlio list stands the mos- 
quito huivk, or dragon fly, with his 
U(i, 000. As his uamo suggests, -whilo 
tiub despising any of tho smullor insects, 
lii.f specialty is the mosquito. Indeed ho 
lias so succeeded in lerrori/.ing these lit- 
tle pi^st.s that his lifeless form still fills 
them -with alarm. In localities whero 
mo.squitoes are troublesome an effectual 
mode of ridding the place of thorn cou- 
-i.sts in sn.'--]ieiKliiig a dead dragou fly 
frnin tile ci iling I'v a piece of tlirearl. 
riioso who Jiave tried it say that it has 
ne ver been known to fail. 

Up to a certain point thcso multi- 
tudinous ryes iiuiy bo roinjiared to win- 
dows litled Avith iniiuiuerabhi jiane.s of 
glass, 'i'lie panes, howi'Vi>r, aro oi dif- 
terour fonus.

Ho aloue is able to 
take perfectly straight lines at enormous 
speed for long distances, ovidontly see- 
ing well wliat is ahead of him. — Now 
Orleans Tinies-Deuiocrut.

The Stonny Career of llio Little Islunil 
of Crete. 

There are not many isltmds -with a 
more stormy or more heroic history than 
that' of Crete. In rouioto antiquity it 
■was tho redoubtablo "islo of one hun- 
dred cities" and had an illustrious lino 
of kings, among who were Khadumau- 
thus, Hinos aud IdomcneDS. The last 
jiajDcd led a fleet of 80 ships to assist in 
tho couquGst of Troy and was tho last 
of -what wo may call tho legendary 
kings. After him s\ gap of several cen- 
turies occurs, and when therecord is ro- 
fiuuicd it is no longer fable, but authen- 
tic history. 

At the time of the Peifllan invasion 
of Greece the island was populous and 
prosperous. It was divided into several 
iudcpeudent republics, which, like those 
of peninsular llidlas, were uot always 
in peace ;iud friendsliip with each other. 
They kejit free from foreign wtirs, how- 
ever, except as they voluntarily furnish- 
ed mercenary troops to 'whiehever side 
•would pay tho best for them. This was 
done ill both tlio Persian and Pellopon- 
uesiaa -wtu-e, when the Cretan arcliora 
Nvero as noted and as dreaded aa those 
of merry England in later days. 

The pro-wess of the ancient Cfectans 
and their insular position kept them 
free from invasion down uhuost to the 
Cliristian era. While tho eagles of Rome 
"Happed wide wings in fiery flight" 
over nearly all else of tho known world 
that island retained its independence. 
Indeed it -was only through intestine 
quarrels that it was at Inst subdued. 
Some 7 years before tho Christian era 
lionie look advantage of t.ho prevailing 
discord iu Crete to invade tho island, on 
the pretext that the Cretans had given 
aid and comfort to Mithridates and had 
ill treated sonio Roman soldiers. The 
first army Wiis repulsed and almost an- 
nihilated by the Crettms. 

But Rome was determined to achieve 
tho conquest if it took the whole power 
of her empire. Army after army was 
sent, ;uid after three years of desperate 
fighting Rome prevailed. For the first 
time ill her histoj-y Creto boeanie, in OC 
13. C. , subject to an alien master. From 
that day to the present, for more than 
1900 years, she has beto a oouqnered 
province, never once regaining the inde- 
pendence so lor.g maintained and so 
reluctantly relinquished. — Now York 
Tribune.

WILLIAM WITHERS, LEADER OFFORD'S 

ORCHESTRA, TELLS HIS EXPERIENCE. 



Had Written a Song: Tor That Particular 
Perforiiinnci: — -Wan on tho Staco and 
llootli Struck Illm -With a BaBCcr— IIo 
Was rirat to Ideutify tho Ausasshi. 

At tho Professional Woman's league, 
while tho members worked diligently 
over the novelties being made for the 
Doming bazaar, the question came up, 
"Is there anybody living who saw Lin- 
coln assa.ssinated?" 

Immediately everybody had some- 
thing to say about somebody else who 
had a friend who was at the theater that 
night. The most interesting story was 
told of William Withers, .Tr., now or- 
chestra loader for Mv. Daly, but at the 
Hmo of the assassination leader of the 
orchestra of Ford's theater. 

Mr. Withers enjoys tho distinction ol 
having not only been at the theater the 
night Lincoln was assassinated, but ol 
having been pierced by the dagger ol 
tho assassin just a few moments after 
Booth had fired the shot that mado Lin- 
coln a martyr. Every time he ^oes to 
Washington he is requested to tell this 
story, and, although many .and varied 
aro tho recitals of this thrilling event. 
Mr. Withers' is somewhat different from 
the others. Here is the story as he tells 
it in the Washington Post: 

' 'I was leader of tho orchestra at the 
time, and as the president was to wit- 
ness tho performance of 'Our American 
Cousin' I thought that, as befitted the 
occasion, I would compose a song. So I 
did. It was entitled 'Honor to Our Sol- 
diers' and dedicated to tho president. 
This was to bo sung between t^vo of the 
acts by a quartet I had engaged and the 
entire company, who were to be attired 
iu tho American colors. 

"As I was on my way to the theater 
I met John Wilkes Booth just in front 
of Georgo Harry's saloon, which ad- 
joined tJio theater. It was a sultry 
night, aud Booth had his overcoat over 
bis arm. 'Qood evening, Billy, ' he said. 
'Come and bave something?' 

"As I was leaving to enter tho thea- 
ter Booth remarked, 'I'll witness tho 
performance tonight.' I noticed nothing 
strange about'his demeanor and subse- 
quently saw him as I was coming out 
for tho overture. 

"Soon the president, his wife. Major 
Eathbone and Robert and Tad entered 
their box. I signaled for 'Hail to^tho 
Cliief,' and tho audience cheered, and 
tho president turned smilingly and 
bowed. Then he seated himself, and 
with his accustomed modesty drew the 
curtains half across tho box. 

"After the firfit act J. P. Wright, the 
stage manager, sent mo word ho would 
bo unable to have tho special soiig stmg 
at that time, but ho would trj- to have 
it rendered between tlio second aud third 
acts. A similar message was sent to me 
at the clo.se of the second act, and I bo- 
camo somewhat exercised. I started to 
go upon tho stage when I ssiw Booth on 
the balcony walking down the aisle iu 
the direction of the president's box. He 
was seemingly attentive toward the act- 
ing, for the curtain had again gone up. 
I eiiCMuuteri (1 a scene shifter, Spanglor, 
whose cffico I afterward learned was to 
turn out the lights iu the theater as soon 
us the shot was fired. He obstructed my 
passage. , ' 

" 'What do you want here?' he de- 
manded. In reply I told him it was 
none of his business. Mr. Wright ap- 
pearing, bpangler left his position on 
tho stage alongside tho box in which 
was the apparatus for illuminating the 
theater. I closed tho lid of the box and 
sat upon it to talk to tho manager, un- 
conscious that I w-as spoiling tho plan. 

"Mr. Wright told mo tho song would 
bo sung at the close of tho performance, 
and Miss Kceno h;id sent word to the 
president requesting him to stay tc 
hear it. 

"I was just about to return to the or- 
chestra wlien tlie crack of a revolver 
startled me. All was quiet instantly. 1 
saw a man jump from tho president'.': 
bos ou to the stage. It was Booth. He 
raif directly toward the door loading 
into the alley. This courso brought him 
right in my path. Ho had a dagger iu 
his hand, aud ho waved it threatening- 
ly. He evidently did uot recognize me, 
fir he appeared like a maniac. His eyes 
seenii d starting from their sockets, aud 
his h; 'i- Wits disheveled. 

"With Lead down, he ran toward me 
aud cried, 'Dct me pass!' IIo slashed at 
me, and tho knife cut through my coat, 
vest aud underclothing. Ho struck 
again, the point of the weapon penetrat- 
ing tho back of my neck, and tho blow 
brought me to the floor. I watched him 
make his e.xit into the alley and caught 
sight of the horse, held by 'Peanut 
.Tolin. ' 

"Tho commotion in tlio audience -was 
something terrible. Several actors, in- 
cluding Harry Hawke, rushed out, and 
a man who proved to boa detective lift- 
id nic nj) and saiil, 'I arrest you.' 

" 'What's this nil about?' I asked. 
'I'm stabbed. ' I was quickly told what 
was the matter. The thought flashed 
across my mind that Booth was the as- 
sas.sin. 

"I was taken to the police station, 
aud my deposition was received iu the 
presence of Mayor Wallach. That was, 
I believe, tho first intimation that they 
had of tho identity of the murderer. I 
was at tho trial of tho conspirators and 
tho second to give testimony. My wound 
healed in a short time. "

I GRANT'S 6ECRETIVENESS.1, 

Tho Reiponnlblllty of BU Position Forcoi!^ 
ntm to Guard JIls Uttorancea. , 

General Iloraco Porter, in "Cam*: 
paigniugWith Grant," in The Century, 
says concerning General Grant's secre* 

tivciicss: 

After tho general had got somo milefl 
out on the march from (jold Harbor aa 
ollicer of rank jpine4 bim, aud as they' 
rode along began to oxplaiu a plaa 
which ho had sketched, providing for 
the construction of another lino of in» 
trenchmcuts somo distance in rear of tho 
lines then hold by us, to bo used in case 
tlio army should at any time want to. 
fall back and move toward tho JamesI 
and should be nttaoked while with»t 
drawing. The general kept on smoking 
liis cigar, listened to tho proposition for 
a time and then quietly remarked to tha 
astonished officer, "Tho army has aK 
ready pulled out from the enemy's front 
and i.s now on its march to tho James." 

This is mentioned as an instance of 
how well his secrets could bo kept. Ho 
had never been a secrotivo man until tho 
positions of responsibility iu which ha 
was placed compelled him to bo chtiry 
in giving oxpressiou to his opinions and 
purposes. He then learned the force ot 
the philosopher's maxim that "the un^ 
spoken word is a sword in tho scabbard, 
while the spoken word is a sword in tho 
hand of one's enemy." In the field there 
were constant visitors to tho camp, 
ready to circul.ite carelessly any inti- 
mations of tho comniaader'smovonients^ 
at the risk of having such valuable in* 
formation reacli the enemy. Any en- 
couraging expression given to an appli-' 
cant for favors was apt to bo tortured 
into a promise, and tho general natural* 
ly became guarded in his intercourse. 
When questioned beyond the bounds ot 
propriety, his lips closed liko a vise» 
aud tho obtruding party -was left to sup- 
ply all tho subsequent conversation. 

These circumstaucoa proclaimed hin» 
a manwho studied to be uncommunica- 
tivo and gave him a reputation for re- 
serve which could not fairly be attrib'^ 
uted to him. Ho was called the "Amer- 
ican Sphinx," "Ulys.sos tho Silent" and 
tho "(jircat Unspoakahlc, " aud was pop- 
ularly supposed to move about with 
sealed lips. It is true that he had no 
"small talk" introduced merely for tha. 
sake of talking, and many a one will 
recollect the embarrassment of a first 
encounter with him resulting from this 
fact. But while, like Shakespeare's sol- 
dier, he never wore his dagger iu hia 
mouth, yet iu talking to a small circle 
of friends upon matters to which he had 
given special consideration his conver- 
tion was bo thoughtful, philosopbioal 
and original that ho fascinated all who 
listened to him.

The Ffiixlness olf IgnorlnB Trivial Bill- 
takeii In Our Dally Life. 

"There aro two kinds of mistakes, 
mistakes of momeut and trivial mis- 
takes, ' ' writes Edward W. Bok in The 
Ladies' Homo Journal. "Undoubtedly 
tho best service which one friend can 
render another is to save him from a 
mistake liable to bo serious in its re- 
sults. In such an act lies true friend', 
ship. But in these days of oritioism, 
when wo are apt to criticise everything 
and everybody, wo aro all too apt to 
correct mistakes which .are absolutely 
trivial and not worth correcting. And 
yet in calling attention to them wo of« 
ten hurt tho feelings of our best friends. 
Not one of us, even the most good na« 
tnred, likes to have his mistakes point- 
ed out.

Standi friendships havo often beCn 
pricked by this needle of useless correc- 
tion. It is a great art — this art of learn- 
ing to allow others to be mistaken when 
the mistake is unimportant. Few learn- 
it, but those who do aro among the 
most comfortable friends one can have. "

A new Bchedule covering the move- 
menta of the OanuJian-Auatralian liners 
is to come into efleot next month, pro- 
Tiding for the third veasol on the line 
and also making Wellington, New 
Zealand, a regular port of call. The 
third steamer ia the Aorangl, which has 
been in service on the line for the paat 
few montha, but only na a relief ship 
for the Miowera and Warrimoo. The 
overhauling of these veaaela now being 
completed this new service has begun, 
or will in Ijeptember. By it steamers 
oa inward trips will leave Sydney on 
Mondays; Wellington on Saturdays; 
Suva on Thursdays; Honolulu on 
Fridays; and Victoria on Fridays, 
arriving at Vancouver on Saturdays. 
On outward triua the ateamera leave 
Vancouver on Mondays, Victoria on 
Mondaya, Honolulu on Tuesdays, Suva 
on Fridays, Wellington on Wedneadaye, 
and arrive at Sydney on Sundays. The 
Miowera ou her twentieth voyage leaves 
Sydney, September 13; Wellington, 
September 18, arriving the previous day ; 
Suva, September 23, arriving the same 
day; Honolulu, October 1, arriving and 
departing the same day ; and arrive at 
Victoria October 8. Correspondingly 
the dates of sailings and arrivals of the 
Aorangi, on her third voyage, will be 
October 11, 15, 16, 21, 29, 6 and 0; of the 
Warimoo, on her twenty-fifth voyage, 
November 8, 12, 13, 18, 26, 3 and 4 ; of 
the Miowera, on her twenty-firat voyage, 
December 6, 10, 11, 16, 24, 31 and Janu- 
ary 3; and of the Aorangi, on her fourth 
run, January 3, 7, 8, 13, 21, 
28 and 29. Leaving Vancouver 
the Aorangi will be the first 
of the line to sail from the Terminal 
City on September S; Victoria, the same 
day; Honohilu, on September IS; Suva, 
on September 28 ; Wellington, on October 
3; and Sydney, on October 7. In the 
same order the following outward sail- 
ings will be aa below : Warrimoo, Sep- 
tember 20, 20, 2S, October 8, 13 and 17 ; 
Miowera, October IS, 18, 20, November 
5, 10 and 14; Aorangi, November 15, 15, 
23, December 3, 8 and 12; Warrimoo, 
December 13, 13, 21, 31, January 5 and 
9 ; Miowera, January 10, 18, 28, Febru- 
ary 2 and 9 ; Aorangi, February 7, 7, 15, 
25, March 2 and 6; Warrimoo, March 7, 
7, 15, 25, 3Q and April 3. The Aorangi 
is now on her inward voyage and is ex- 
pected to arrive about September 1. 

A NEW SHIPPING KNTEni'KI.SE, 

A venturesome but interesting dep.tr- 
ture in the shipment of tliis year's out- 
put of salmon to foreign markets is to be 
made by the Fraser River Packing Com- 
pany. The company has chartered the 
British steamship Tekoa, of 2,646 tons 
register, to load salmon both frozen and 
canned, at British' Colnmbia ports, and 
will endeavor to find a market for the 
first mentioned article in South Ameri- 
can countries. The ateamer, which ia a 
very large freighter, will accordingly 
make several calls en route to Fngiand 
with her canned salmon, touching at 
Valparaiso, the river La Platte and 
Brazil. Her stopping at these placea 
will not only mean the market- 
ing of her fish, but also permit 
her to coal, a matter retjuisite on 
so long an ocean voyage. Then again, 
notwithatanding tlieae stoppages, the 
ship will be able to reach her destina- 
tion, fully aa Boon, if not sooner, than 
any of the sailing vessels of the salmon 
fleet. Tlie experiment, for such the trip 
is being looked on, will be watched 
closely by shippers, who in general seem 
to look on the speculation as being a 
coatly one. Originally the company had 
the ateamship Otarama chartered for the 
trip, but as that vessel ia owned by the 
same firm as the Tekoa one vessel wub 
simply substituted for the other. 

'l llISCO I.INICII.S ARRIVE. 

During the early hours of yesterday 
morning when the City of Puebla arrived 
from California, " Klondicltis " was verv 
contaeious on the streets. It seemed as 
if over a hundred of the victims of the 
fever hud been let loose of the just ar- 



rived ship and they felt like bo many 
young colts given their freedom after a 
close confinement. The ship was crowd- 
ed as may well be imagined from the 
fact that she had 333 people on board-^ 
BO crowded that those who felt so gay on 
their temporary leave of abaence said 
that they had been unable to get a drink 
of collee ainoe leaving the Giolden Gate. 
There were 48 passengers whose 
destination waa Victoria, and of these 33 
came in the cabin. The Puebla also 
brought a particularly heavy freight for 
Victoria, there being 218 tona of different 
sized shipments consigned to local iner- 
chantB. The ship's nine hour's delay 
at San Francisco accounted for her late 
arrival. She was followed in port 
yesterday evening by the ITmatilla on 
her way south whose saloon passenfsetB 
from Victoria were as follows: Mr. and 
Mrs. G. J. Pierftft, .L H. Oarlin, A. E.

Mr, 
Norman Ilardie, local agent for the 
charterers, Dodwell, Carlili it Co., re- 
ceived advice yeaterday of the change, 
with the notification that tlie Kingston 
will call liere ou her first northern trip 
to-morrow at t n,m,, sailing from the 
outer wharf live hours later. No an- 
nouncement has yet been made as to 
the vessel selected to replace her in the 
Viotoria-Puget Sound service. 

MAHINB NOTES. 

The big steam wrecker Spratt's Ark 
wliose duya of duty ceased with Captain 
Laclilin'B labors on the old San Pedro, 
ia again about to be brought into service 
and there ia a poaaibility, it ia said, of 
the large steam barge, for anch she is, 
entering the northern busineas. For 
acme such class of work the craft ia now 
being got in readiness. 

The three-masted schooner Albert 
Meyers, a recent arrival in the Royal 
Roads, goes to Comox to-day in tow of 
the Vancouver tn^ Ohebalis to load coal 
for the Hawaiian islands. Shippers say 
that the demand for British Oohunbia 
coal from this quarter is increaaing every 
year. 

The British ship Pntterdale, which ar- 
rived in the Royal Roads a few days ago, 
waa hauled out on the Esquimau marine 
railroad last evening to be cleaned and 
painted preparatory to loading lumber 
at i\loodyville for Freemantle, Australia. 

It is ( xijected that the steam freight- 
ing echooiier Oscar will leave j)ort for 
Skagway in a few days with ten head of 
horeea, which the Bristol had to leave 
behind, ten passengers and 100 tons of 
freight, on which her owners now have 
an option.

Captain Gaudin yeaterday beard the 
evidence of several witnesses on behalf 
of Captain Collister in the investigation 
being hejd into the charges of unfair 
treatmeiJt brought against the inspector. 
Then, pending the arrival of Mr. Darling, 
manager of tho Union Steamship Co., 
\vho is one of tiie princijjal witnesses, 
the investigation was adjourned sine die. 

Mr. Robert Ward, president of liobt. 
Ward it Co., Ltd., stated tliat his firm 
had for many years employed Captain 
Collister in the ca])acity of surveyor for 
tlie marine underwriters to supervise re- 
pairs made to vesaels in which the firm 
were hitereated. They had always the 
utmost faith in Captain Collister, and 
found him honest and faithful in his 
work. Captain Collister had iritleed 
been honest in the prevention o£ bribery 
in the procuration of contracts to repair 
vessels, of which Mr. Ward kne^v in- 
stances. There were cases in fact in 
which men had got a heavy commiBsion 
and had been even paid by both sides 
Mr. Ward atated, and Ca|)taiii Collister 
iiad been "down on" anch iiractices. 
Captain Collister had simply iiifipecled 
and BuperviHed repairs to vessels lor the 
lirui, hut never had anything to do with 
the coiitractH for tiie wotk. I\Ir. Ward 
(lid not think that Captain Colliater'a 
position aa surveyor for the iindcrwritora 
interfered with his otlicial position as 
inepector of liulla for tho Doniinion gov- 
ernnient, nor had the witness ever 
known tho jjoaitiona to conflict. Mr. 
Ward explained that as the vessels 
which Ilia linn hail repaired were not 
under the Canadian registry, Captain 
Collister would not inspect them in his 
oflicial capacity for a Dominion govern- 
ment license. The fact, however, of 
Captain Colliater holding a goveninient 
api)ointinent should 'not debar hini from 
acting as a surveyor for the under 
writeiH. 

Cfoas-oxamined liy Mr. Powell, Mr. 
Ward declined to give the naniea of 
people conneuted with the corruption in 
securing contracts, aa he held Ihey were 
not pertinent to the inquiry. Caiitain 
Collister had nothing to do w'ith the em- 
ployment or discharge of men engaged 
on a contract, thought it «uuid be only 
right when ho saw incompetent work 
being done to report it. 

Mr. Richard Hall and Captain J. G. 
Cox, who had had Oaptain Collister em- 
|)loyed to inspect the contract work on 
rei)airs on vessels in which they had in- 
terests, spoke highly in his commenda- 
tion. He had never interfered with the 
men nor had ho used hiainduenco eitlier 
oflicially or politically to injure or benefit 
workmen or contractors. 

Mr. R. Seabrook, vice-preaident of R. 
P. Rithet e>c Co., aaid ho had knon'n 
Captain Colliater for many years, and 
while that gentleman had aa surveyor 
for tho underwritera inspected a numljer 
of veaaela that the lirm were having re- 
paired, ho has never used liia authority 
to harass tho workmen, but always saw 
that the specifications were carried out 
to tho letter faithfully. 
Tho Inquiry was then adjourned. 



John Cameron, who a few years ago 
gave up the Colonist hotel to follow his 
old buainesa of mining in South Africa, 
and since then has returned to British 
Columbia, came here from Kossland on 
Monday and will try his luck in the 
Klondyke. Mr. Cameron is not a nov- 
ice at the business by any means, for he 
has mined and eaten tortillas and fri- 
joles among the Mexicans of Chichua- 
hua state, tried his fortunes in 
^ew Mexico, Arizona, and other 
hot parts of tho United States, 
and haa already been away up 
prospecting in the colder regions of tlie 
Yukon. Ho made the trip into Tealin 
lake a year ago by way of the Stickeen 
and came out by the Chilcoot pass, and 
naturally on account of hie varied wan- 
derings north and south as a proapoctor 
his opinions to a feasible route are 
worthy of consideration. A man who 
has for years been accustomed to making 
his way over rough countries in every 
clime should be a ])retty good observer, 
and when Mr. Cameron speaks with ap 
proval of the Stickeen route his opinion 
IB worthy of respect. 

While modestly desirinK not to set 
himself up as an authority, Mr. Gam 
eron states that in his opinion the best 
way into the Yukon ia by the Stickeen. 
He and three companions went in laat 
May from Wrangel, and made their way 
from a little east of the old Telegraph 
trail to Tealin lake. lie does not think 
that the trail can be more than 115 or 
120 miles long, and the country he 
describea as comparatively easy of travel. 
Tho trail ia fairly level, and though 
ome parts are swampy, there is plenty 
of timber to make corduroy, so that 
there are no difiicultiea to prevent a 
good wagon road being made. 

Though he could not speak with auth- 
ority of the navigation of the Stickeen, 
Mr. Cameron believes that the spring or 
fall would be the best time to get in that 
way by steamer, and indeed, if neces- 
sary, a first class route could be built in 
from the coast to Teleeraph to connect 
with the trail. Ho had seen many ro:ide 
in the Kootenay much harder to build. 
I\Ir. Cameron and his coiiipanioiia were 
prospecting around the ehorea of Tealin 
and found good placer ground there. 
They did not go on to the Yukon, as 
they took i)art in the stani pede to Cook 'a 
Inlet, Mr. Cameron being deairoua of 
aeeing that part of the country. 

Incidentally Mr. Cameron remarked 
that a young man named Clarke, uow 
running an express in Seattle, camped 
on the Klondyke last summer and left 
difgueted for the Coast just three daya 
before gold was struck there. Clarke 
never heard of the find until he reached 
home, and now he feels more disgusted 
than ever to think how he jnat by three 
days missed a fortune. 

Mr. Cameron coiiBidera that the 
Stickeen ia far ahead of the Dvea route 
and especially^ the Cliilkoot pass, which 
ia altogether too steep to ever be a i!ood 
route into the Yukon, From the resnlta 
of his jirospecting trip of last year iMr. 
Cameron ia sure there is good placer 
ground in all the district from Teslin 
lake north, tiie only drawback hitherto 
being the coat of taking in supplies.
